CJolumbuB. O.. April 29.— After 
enough memboi-s had arrived in the 
house to make the session interesting, 
Judge Thomas aorad that th* vote by 
irlilcli the Lonrworth bill was lost, be 
revoBsidered. Then came a long de- 
bate. The bill as passed in the senate 
sought to change the method by which 
Ohio corporations are taxed when do- 
lag business outside of the state. The 
bill was derated last Piiday and the 

Thomas motion, after at least an hour 
of discussion, was defeated, thus plac- 
tog the bill bejrond hope. 

Then came another motion to r«coB> 
elder. This time It was made by Mr. 
Price and the bill which he wanted to 
reconsider was anottior bill by Sena- 
tor Longworth, \vhi< h had lieen pass- 
ed. This bill amended the foreign 
oonwratlon tax law so that the gOT- 
ernor and the secretary of state could 
remit penalties when they saw fit. Mr. 
Moitit l I harsed openly on the floor of 
the nouse while explaining his vote 
that deception had been practised, as 
a whole section had been eliminated 
from the original law. The motion to 
reconsider was carried. 

With no opposition, the Royer bill 
to permit lines of railway not compet- 
log to consolidate was mad* a law by 
the house. The bill was Introduced 
for the benefit of the Pennsylvania 
company, which wants to extend Its 
line over ti e Vandalia, which it now 
controls to St. Louis. The law amends 
one already existing to permit non- 
oompeting lines to consolidate. The 
first applied tu lines within the stale 
the second extended to adjoining 
states and the Royer bill extended it 
to states other than those adjoining 
Ohio. 

Mr. Bracken's bill to prevent cheap 
soap swindles was made half a law. 
The bill forbids the adulteration of 
•cap by the use of soap stone. 

When the Eichert bill came up on 
the calendar a row was preiipiiated 
betwen the Cuyahoga and Hamilton 
county delegations. The bill sought 
to relieve Cincinnati of the congestion 
of street car trafflc at Fifth and Wal- 
nut. It provides that the Cincinnati 
board of legislation may grant the 
traction company the right to change 
the routes of Its different lines. The 
^11 was drawn to apply to all the 
cities of the state to which the Cleve- 
land delegation objected. The blU 
was referred to Messrs. Meisel of Cuy- 
ahoga and Smith of Hamilton to get 
together. 

The Roll bill, which songht to pre- 
vent divorced persons from marrying 
within one year from the date of the 
divorie. was defe.ated in the house. 

Among the important bills intro- 
duced were the deficiency bill and a 
new municipal code bill. The code 
Is an amended form of the old, re- 
taining only the federal form of gov- 
ernment plan and the merit system. 
The deficiency appropriations bill car- 
ries only about $34,000, principally 
for the payment of extraordinary ex- 
penses. The bill was advanced to its 
second and third readings under sus- 
pension Of the rules and anaeted at 
once.

The senate conrurred in the passage 
of Mr. buei s house bill extending th«i 
terms of county deiks from August 
to January, a period of five months, 
the hill providing that the clerks 
Khali take their offlce in January in 
Htead of during the month of August. 

The senate made laws of the Roland 
and McNamee bills providing that all 
passenger and freight trains shall be 
run with full crews, and providing 
penalties for violation of the laws. 

The senate concurred in the adop- 
tion of Mr. Kannell B house joint res- 
olution, amending the constitution of 
the state so as to provide that all 
counties shall have at least one rep- 
resentative in the general assembly. 
There are several counties in the 
state that have lost their repreienta- 

Senator Bumham of Dayton lntro> 
duced a bill which is intended to help 
that city be<'ure the location of Otter- 
bein university there, which Is ndw 
located at Westervilie, near Colum- 
biM. The bill prorldes that three- 
fourths of the members of the present 
board present at a meeting may vote 
to 

change the location, while tho 
present law requires a three-fourths 
vote of all the members elected. Sen- 
ator Moore of Athens introduced a 
bill which allows municipalities to 
iMne bonds for natural gas purposes.

Wheeling. April 29.— The Amalga 
mated association is busy receiving 
committee reports. Business Is being 
rushed through as quickly as possible 
to reach (be election of olBcers and ad 
Joumment National Orgnaiser Flynn 
of the Federation of I^bor, President 
Gompers representative, is still here 
trying to secure a hearing, but so far 
without success. Wheeling seems to 
be Pittsburg's leading opponent for 
the association headquarters, but the 
Plttsburgers are very ccmfldent that 
no change will be made, this year at 
least. 

Columbus and St. Louis are both 
waging a warm contest for the \Wi 
convention, and the publication of an 
interview with President Francis of 

the W()rld's fair In which it is admit- 
ted the exposition may be postponed 
until 1904, has improved Columbus 
chances. 

The new scales as ratified are vir- 
tually the same as were In operation 
last year.

Mexicsn Treaty Considered. 

Budapest, April 29.— The lower 
house of the Hungariad diet ratified 
the Austrian-Hungarian commercial 
and consular treaty with .Mexico, 
Which lapsod In 1867, and had not 
since been renewed. The outcial 
Fremdenblatt of Vienna announced 
April 20, lltOI. that the friendly reap 
proacbment between Austria-Hungaiy 
and Mexico in consequence of tht 
erection of an expiatory chapel at 
Queretaro. where Bmperor Maxmilian 
was executed in 1867, would result in 
an early resumption of diplomatic re 
lations between the dual monarch and 
the Mexican republic interrupted since 
the amperor was shot The same day 
a bill was introduced In the congress 
of Mexico providing for a renewal of 
diplomatic relations with .'Vustria Hun 
gary and an appropriation of |1&,0U0 
was made for the salary of a Ifaxican 
minister to Austria-Hungary. June i. 
19U1, Count Gilbert Hohenwart was 
appointed Austrlan-Hnngarian minis- 
ter to Mexico. 



Wynn's Naval Record. 

Washington. April 29. — Captain Rob- 
ert Francis Wynn, one of the Ameri- 
can officers arrested at Venice, was 
appointed second > lieutenant in the 
marine corps. He was in the fight at 
Guantanamo and won dist:n< tion there 
and elsewhere in Culia. He was then 
assigned to the Oregon and, sailed to 
the Philippines, where he bad hard 
service, chiefly in the nature of out 
post duty. Ill' was sent .with the niai 
lnt>s to ''liina. undtT Major Waller 
during the sk k<- of the legations and 
was in the five days' march to Tien 
Tsln. Major Waller reoommendeil 
him for bravery. For 18 hours during 
the battle of Tien Tsln he was under 
fire and Coinnel Meade recommended 
him for gallantry. He was in the 
march to Peking and was made rank 
ing offlcer in recognition of bis fine 
service.

A Terrible Disaster Befalls the In. 
habitants of Coaatjr Seat of Bom- 
ervllle Coiiatjr— Loss of 
Llfls aa^ Property.

Houston, Tex.*, Apr!! 29.— The rmall 
town of Glenrose, county seat c f Som 
ervllle county, has been nearly swept 
away by a tornado. As a result of the 
fearful wind storm six are known to 
be deed and between 40 and 60 per- 
sons are injured. 

The dead are: Mrs. C. A. Milan. 
Mrs. Jane , Muigrove, little child of 
Mrs. Musgrove, little daughter of J. 

B. Millan, Miss Mary Cenneil, Rev. 
Ford. 

The most Bcriously hurt are, as far 
as known: Four members of Judge 
J. D. Milam's family, six members of 

C. A. Milam's fsmlly, B. T. Lee, Mrs. 
E. T. child of Tom Price. Mrs. 
Fields, H. H. Lewis, R. E. Lewis. 

Glenrose Is located on the Faluxey 
river In a valley. The tornado came 
down the valley, sweeping everything 
before it. It struck the town in the 
business district and about one-third 
of the Ktorts weie wrecked. 

A hard rain succeeded the storm 
and stocks were ruined, damaging 
what had not been destroyed by the 
wind. The western portion of the res- 
dence part of town was struck. Here 
were located most of the residences, 
the town being a small one, but a not- 
ed health resort. Some of these 
houses were commodious and well 
furnished. 

The frame housts wtre simidy torn 
asunder and scattered. Thiir ii.iii;iti.s 
had no warning of the impending 
calamity and it was here that all the 
fatalities occurred. There were many 
miraculous escapes and many failed 
to escape. How many cannot be 
told until communication has been re- 
opened. Ine residence of Mrs. Con- 
nell. one of those wrecked, caught fire 
and with two others were burned. 

The property loss is roughly estimat- 
ed at a quarter of a million dollars. 
It may prove to be much greater 
when all the facts are known, for 
there are undoubtedly other sections 
which have been devaKtated uj) and 
down the river. It may be several 
<ia\ H be fore the entlr* Story •f the dis- 
aster is known. 

The town is cut off from wire com- 
munication and all the facts have 
come from neighlioring towns whlra 
have been reached by refugee.-. 

Glenrose is the county seat of Som- 
erville county and has a population of 
about 800 people. 

The Fort Worth and Rio Grande 
will run a special train to the stricken 
town. A board of supplies will be or- 
ganised for the sufferers. 

Check For $1,000. 
Tuskegee, AlaL, April 29.— The Og- 
den party reached Xu^hegee and were 
driven to the Alabama conference col- 
lege, where they were given a recep- 
tion under a huge oak tree on the 
campus. Following this they went to 
the Tuskegee normal and industrial in- 
stitute, Booker T. Washington's 
school for colored students for the 
day's exercises. Besides the Ogden 
party there were present Governor 
Jelkes of Alabama; Postmaster Atkin- 
son of Atlanta and President Charles 
A. Wlckarsham of the Atlanta an<l 
Westpoint railway. Mr. Atkinson 
handed Principal Warhn a check for 
$1,000 to help on the work. The fore- 
noon exercises at the institute were 
devoted to the dedicattoa of the Car- 
negie library, followed by eld fashion 
ed outdoor barbecue dinners, 'ibe 
annual exercises of Tuskegee institute 
were held in the afternoon. 

I*lsce For Evsna 

Washington. April 29,— There is a 
probability that Commissioner of Pea 
sions Evans will be offered the posi 
tlon of consul general to London to 
succeed William McKinley Osborne, 
whose death was announced. White 
House otBciale are retident in regard 
to the matter, as is also Mr. Evans, 
but there la reason to believe that the 
presidaat would very much like to 
have him accept it and the chancen 
are decidedly in favor of its being of- 
fered to Lim The state department 
received the following cablegram from 
Vice and Deputy Consul General Wes- 
tacott, dated April 29; "Deeply rfgret 
to report death this morning of Gen- 
eral Willl nm McKinley Osb onm."

LONDON PAPERS 

Are Anxiously DinniHiiInd the At> 
Untie Stalpplng Comblae. 
London, April 2t^— The Atlantic 
shipping combine continues to attract 

attention Th<' subject is bffng dis 
cussed by papers in al! part.^ of Eng 
land. 

"But what is Gerald Balfour (presi- 
dent of the board of trade) against J. 

Plerpont Morgan?" asks the Westmln 
Bter Gazette. In urging the government 
not to accept Mr. Malfoiir's reassuring 
statement not to rely on the passion- 
ate assertions of the sentimental at- 
tachment of the ship owners to the 
British flag. Referring to recent state- 
ment of the Shipping Gazette, the 
Westminster Gazette voices the pub- 
lic incjuiry as to the differences be- 
tween the sale and the transfer of 
White Star line shares to the ship- 
ping combine. 

.Meanwhile another "authoritative 
statement" in the Liverpool Express 
will serve for the subject of further 
guessing on the pert of both the pub- 
lic and the ministers. "The com- 
bine." says the Express, "will prove 
much more favorable to Uritish Inter- 
ests than has up to the present been 
suspected. Thef« Will b« no sale of 
British ships to J. Plerpont Morgan. 
There fi\\\ be combination of com- 
panies registered in .Anniira on tlie 
basis of a nominal capital, w}iicb will 
be the individual valne of each boat 
in the various fleets entering the com- 
bination. Each cargo and passeng( r 
boat will be valued separately. There 
will be an agreement so far as freight 
rates are concerned and will decide 
the gross freights carried by esch 
boat. These will be pooled and will 
be divided pro rata with the lapital. 
It will thus be seen that the separate 
management of each concern will be 
continued and that the compaajr which 
can manage its fleet most ecoaomiral- 
ly will receive the larger proportion 
of the net profits. Provision will be 
made whereby other companies can 
Join yie combination at any time on 
simllsr terms. As the ibajorlty of the 
ships will be British the combination 
cannot be managed adversely to Urit 
Ish interesis " 

A shareholder meeting of the Ley 
land line In London breagbt together 
a number of ship owners prominent In 
the combine, such as Messrs. Wild 
ing T'it rrie and 'I'orrey. and a repre 
sentative of the press was assured 
that there was absolutely no change 
in the situation which was exactly as 
ontllBtd in the 'dispatches April 17.

committee on the Philippines resumed 
the examination of witnesses in (on 
neciion with the investigation of af 
fairs in the Philippine Islands. Qen 
eral .Mac Arthur c ontinued his exami- 
nation. He explained that th.' sta-e 
meat in his annual report of j;mc :;u 
190(1, that "the I'nited States had ac 
«iUired soverc ignty by treaty and in a 
way owned the Philippine islands, but 
did not own the Philippine people," by 
saying that these conclusions were 
r- ri' hi (i aft«T conversation with an in 
di tiiiiic- nuaiher of jnople and ob.ser 
vatlon and that they represented the 
bulk of the views of the Nationalist 
party. He then, in response to ques- 
tions by Senator Patterson, described 
the different towns embraced within 
the American lines on the night of 
Feb, 1, 189J(, when the outbreak oc- 
cuired and identified what purported 
to be a copy of the order of General 
Luna for the massacre of the foreign 
residents of .Manilla.

Tho deceased never had 
been absolutely well since ho arrived 
in England.

SIBLEY^ SOORCHER. 
Congressman Sibley of Pennsylvania 
spoke on the Philippine qaeation Mon- 
day and his criticism of the conduct of 
the war by General Smith waa so scorch- 
ing hot that the words fairly sisiled. 
"It was evident, pavf the dispatch, that 
an attempt bad been made to dissuade 
him from speaking, but he said ha would 
not wait for justification for Smith, for 
there could be no justification for such 
conduct. 

He denied the right of any such man 
to wear the United States uniform, and 
instead of calling' un the President to re- 
move Smith from otfice, he announced 
that his implicit iMlief in the justice of 
the President was such that he believed 
he would atrip the uniform from Smith's 
back within twenty-foor hours. Oon- 
tinuing Mr. Sibley said : 

' When I have heard the statements 
made that we were cruel in the conduct 
of that war, I have tliou^tit, perhaps, 
the partisan was speakir .' But when 1 
have read, as I have within the past 
forty-eijjht hours, that a General wear- 
ing the uniform of the army of the 
( nit'd states, one who stands under 
the shadow of our tliig, issues orders, not 
to conciliate a provience, but to leave it 
a howling wiiaemese, and to kill all 
above ten vears of age, then it eeems to 
me humanity must nave marched back- 
ward for eighteen centuries, and that 
Herod again appears. I have read of 
Timoar the Tartar; I have, read of 
Ochilles; I have read of the Saracen 
scourge, but thank Ood tlut since the 
tragic scene on Calvary it has taken 
eighteen centories to produce a Smith. 
I nave read of the water curv. I beliava 
that was exaggerated. 

Cai any man whose hinoil pounds in 
his pulse, any man who has read his Bi- 
ble or who has been reared at the knee of 
a t'hriHlian woman, jiistify the perpetra- 
tion of Hiich cruelties upon another man 
who wearw iheKuipe and the image of his 
Creatf>r ' .\iu\ yet, we hear this man at- 
teinptiiin to j iiHtify acts by which men are 
pumped ^o lull of water, nearly to drown- 
ing them, and then brought back to life 
bv thumping them over the stomach 
with the butta of mueketa. That is not 
civiiixition— that ii not Ohriatiaadslng 
tbn world. 

I am thankful that these are sporadic 
casea^ Against that, as a man who be- 
longs, I hope, not alone to the Republi- 
can ranks, but to the whole brotherhood 
of man, the wide world round, I want 
tho members of this House, on this aide 
of the chamber and that, to voioe their 

Erotest, and against all anoh measure. I 
ope the President of the United Sutes 
will have the conrage, upon what the 
man admits, to disebarge him dishonor* 
, ably from the service that ha has dia- 
gnioad. He admita that ha iasusd the 
ordar to leave the province a howling 
waMa and a wilderness, and to kill all 
above ten years of age, the innoeant with 
the guilty. That man never ought to be 
permitted to stay in the service of the 
United States until the sun goes down. 
He is a disgrace not only to the party,
